She also takes 
them for walks to the Duck Pond, 
where they love to feed the ducks, 
or they look for wild flowers and 
even have great fun kicking 
through the dry leaves. 
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On« day the girls were watching 


television in the Cottage, a brand 
jiew set, when one of them saw Mrs. 
Rogers coming down the walk. All 
was excitement and the girls were 
calling, "Turn it off, turn it off, 
here comes our lady, Mrs. Rog- 
ers'." 


Occasionally she takes four or 


five of the working girls for a 
ride In town where they are much 
Interested in driving past the 
store* and looking at all the pret- 
ty things in the windows. Once 
she took these girls to her home 
and served them a lunch on her 
attractive porch. This was a great 
treat for the girls, to be in "their 
lady's" home, and they were 
especially pleased because she 
allowed them "to go up stairs." 
They have no "up stairs" in 
their Cottage so this was a \ cry 
special privilege.

WASHINGTON—iTi—The sccunty filing of veteran diplomat John 


Paton Davies. Jr.. on grounds of "lack of judgment, discretion and re- 
liability," threatened today to become a new center of public contro- 
versy. 


Secretary of State Dulles, an- 


nouncing the immediate dismissal 
of a key figure in the 10-year-old 
dispute over America's China pol- 
icy, said Friday he was affirming 
the unanimous findings of a spe- 
cial five-man security board.

Dulles said neither he nor the 


panel found Davies "disloyal in the 
sense of having any Communist af- 
finity" or that hs "consciously 
helped" an enemy of this country. 


Cleared 8 Tini»><i 


Davies. who had been cleared 


eight times under the Truman ad- 
ministration, announced he would 
not contest the decision. But he de- 
clared in a statement he did not 
feel there were "adequate grounds" 
for it. Davies had been in the diplo- 
matic service 23 yc.vrs, much of 
the time m China. 


Da vies, 46, has been a diplomatic 


and political storm center for years 
because during the latter stages 
of World War II he urged that the 
United States take firm steps to 
"revitalize" 
Nationalist China's

WASHINGTON — CS>) — 


Senate leaders planned last- 
minute talks today on proce- 
dure for the senate's special 
session amid predictions a 
final vote to censure Sen. Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis) will come in 
a week or two. 


McCarthy and his staff members 


meanwhile weie reported ariang- 
mg strategy meetings with sena- 
tors friendly to his cause. McCar- 
thy has said he plans a detailed 
presentation of his side of the case 
for the benefit of the public, but 
has declined to call it a defense. 


Predicts Censure 


The Wisconsin Republican has 


piedicted the Senate will vote to 
censure him at the session starting 
Monday, saying only a few mem- 
bers of the 96-man "jury" will go 
into the proceedings with an open 
mind. 


With the opening date only three 


days away, S e n a t e Democratic 
Leader Lyndon Johnson of Texas 
flew into Washington Friday night 
for a Saturday conference with 
Senate Majority Leader Knowland 
of Calif01 ma on what older of pro- 
cedure to follow. Time and place 
of the meeting weie not announced. 


One main subject Knowland and 


Johnson were expected to take up 
is whether they can set the early 
target date some senators are ask- 
ing for a <0iowdown vote on the 
censure issue. 


Predicts Week 


Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich). chair- 


man of the Republican Policy Com- 
mittee, told leporters "I personally 
will be disappointed if it (the spe- 
cial session) lasts more than a 
week.'' He said the Senate is re- 
comemng 
to 
do > "one specific 


thing"—dispose of a special com- 
mittee's report recommending that 
McCarthy should be censured on 
three counts. 


Sen. Flanders iR-VO. who initi- 


ated the censure move, told re- 
porters "I will arise and protest" 
if Senate members interrupt the 
proceedings with speeches on other 
subjects. "This is serious business 
and the Senate should give it un- 
divided attention," 
he said, al- 


though he acknowledged that any 
-senator may speak on any subject 
he pleases. 


Flanders estimated it would not 


take more than two weeks to get 
a vote on censure. 


Knowland already has announced 


he and Johnson have agreed tenta- 
tively that the Senate should not 
try to act at the special session on 
legislative matters.

15-Year-Old 
Boy Admits 
Slaying Girl 


Former Altar Boy 
Lived Around Corner 
From Young Victim 


NORWOOD. Mass.—UP)— 


Dist. Atty. Myron Lane said 
today that a 15-year-old boy 
has confessed the brutal slay- 
ing of Geraldine Annese, also 
15, whose body was discover- 
ed Friday in a garage near her 
home. 


Lane named the bov as Peter 


Makarewicz Jr, a. former skar 
boy. who lived around the coroner 
from the Annese home. 


The boy re-enacted the crime be- 


fore a horrified crowd including 
his own mothei

Lane said the boy admitted after 


all-mg-ht questioning he killed the 
gnl in the cellar of her own home 
and then dragged the body to the 
gaiage. 


The boy was taken to the garage 


handcuffed and was set upon by 
the dead girl's step-brother. Philip 
Derose. Derose grabbed Peter ajid 
had to be pulled awav by police. 


Derose shouted at the boy 
"My sister's dead. My mother's 


dying." 


The girl's mother has been gripf- 


stnrken 
since learning of 
the 


tragedy. 


t'ses Necklace 


Police said the girl's beaded 


necklace had been pulled tightly 
around her neck and there were 
bruises on her face and neck. A 
torn fingernail indicated a snug- 
gle and she suffered a biain hem- 
orrhage possibly from a blow on 
the head, an autopsy disclosed. 


Six attempted attacks on girls 


have been reported to police in 
Norwood in the last two months. 


A cryptic message found near 


Geraldine's ripped clothing lead 
in one part: "Let's take her. Yes." 


Police said the other part of the 


note, written on white, lined paper, 
and apparently an answer, icplied 
"I don't care." 


The brown eyed brunette had 


been on Redouble date Thursday 
night with two of the boys and a 
girl friend. A third boy joined 
them during the evening in a 
lound of amusement spots in neai- 
by towns. 


Police said the companions drove 


her home about 9:45 p.m.. letting 
her out of the car about 75 yards 
from the Annese home: To reach 
her house Geraldme had to pass a 
vacant lot and the two car garage 
in her yard. 


When Geraldme failed 
to he 


home at 11:30, her father. Joseph, 
a roofing manufacturing plant la- 
borer, reported her missing. 


About 7:30 Friday morning, the 


shocked shriek of Joseph Freund, 
26, who rented a stall in the gar- 
age, and the frantic cries of Ger- 
aldine's older sister, jolted the 
awakening neighborhood. 


Both had seen the body almost 


simultaneously. 


Fieund spied it as he went to j

ASHTON — (Special) — The in- 


strumental music department in 
Aehton. Franklin Grove and Lee 
Center, in now fully oragnized. 
Dist 271 school officials report. 
There are approximately 190 stu- 
dents taking instruction on band 
instruments.

Campaign Oratory 


Some of the facts about America's economic history in 


the past few decades got rather badly mangled in the election 
campaign just concluded. 


The Republicans charged that the prosperity of which 


the Democrats boasted so mightily was largely associated 
with the production of arms for World War II and the Korean 
war. They suggested Democrats could not otherwise ac- 
complish prosperity. 


Democrats in reply said the Republicans were accusing 


them of deliberately seeking war to achieve an economic 
boom. 


They—and some supposedly impartial observers—fur- 


ther asserted that the Republican theme closely paralleled 
the "Marxist doctrine" that capitalist countries must fo- 
ment war because they cannot otherwise find outlet for their 
manufactured products. • 
• • 


Now there is not really much doubt about the basic ele- 


ments of the Arr.erican economic story since the Great De- 
pression. Unemployment figures show conclusively that this 
problem was not solved until huge defense and war expendi- 
tures soaked up the pool of idle men. 


After World War II, business homed to unprecedented 


peaks, pushed upward by pent-up wartime demand for cililian 
goods. Then in 1949 and early 1950. it slacked off. A short 
climb back had begun before the Korean war broke out in 
June that year, but it was the war that shot production once 
more to record heights. 


The drop-off that started in 1953 and continued into 


1954 appears related directly to the decline in arms output 
that followed the Korean truce of mid-1953. 


These are facts which no political party can dispute. 
The Democrats went astray when they tried to cloak 


this story. Too, they distorted all but the most extreme 
GOP oratory when they said they have been charged with 
deliberately seeking war. • 
* 
* 


Furthermore, it is a highly dubious argument to contend 


that the Republican theme parroted what the Communists 
say. about war and the U. S. economy. It is one thing to say 
that American prosperity is impossible without war, as-the 
Reds do. It is quite another to point out that in the 'past 20 
years boom times and war happen to have been linked. 


That doesn't mean the two must go together. In fact, 


the essence of the GOP argument was that prosperity in 
peace is possible, and that ways must be found to establish 
it firmly. 


On the other hand, there can be no rightful place in the 


political arena for extremist GOP contentions that Demo- 
crats would happily see American youths die on battlefields 
to assure prosperity. Nor was it fair to imply in any degree 
that Democrats are not just as interested as'Republicans in 
having the nation prosperous. 


If our political friends intend to make so much of the 


historical record, they should stand on it, not use it as a 
springboard for flights of fancy.

A Saturday Night Historical Notebook 
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Early Lee County Fairs... Soldiers Take Over... Up Again ami Down... Amboy Fairs

Recently tlieie has been a good deal of talk about 


expanding the annual Lee County 4-H show into an open 
livestock show for anyone under 21 years of age. 


Quite naturally, thoughts of a county fair have 


cropped up in the discussion of the show. 
We have no 


way of knowing whether Lee County ever will see an- 
other county fair, but one thing is sure, a great many 


people 
remember 
with 
happy nos- 


talgia the county fairs held in Amboy. 
A smaller 
number may 
remember 


those held in Dixon in the last century. 
Then, too, many of the younger genera- 
tion mav not realize that the county 
ever had a fair.

Agricultural fairs were held in Lee 


County in the 1850s. 
Dixon was the 


scene of the earliest, but the fourth an- 
nual fair was held in Amboy on Oct. 


, 2 and 3. !857. The exhibits in the Ambov exposition in- 
Juried 17 head of tattle, sixteen sheep. 71 horses, one 
mile, seven swine, four fowls. 10 implement exhibits, 10 
airy exhibits. 59 entries of grain and vegetables, eight in 
lowers. 43 in needlework and three in a plowing match. 


Frank Stevens in his history of Lee County says an 


ncultural society was formed in Lee County and. in 


858. began sponsoring fairs in Dixon. 


The society's second fair, which opened on Mon- 


day, 
Oct. 10. 18.i9, continued a full week. 
The list 


of exhibitors was much longer than that of the 
earlier Amboy fair. 
Knlries included 167 cattle, 


1fi9 horvs, 8fi swine. 75 sheep, 141 farm products 
44 poultry, 53 agricultural implements. 63 fruits 
and flowers, 63 preserves and jellies, 49 domestic 
manufactures. 29 household fabrics, 63 paintings 
and drawings, 112 household implements, 38 me- 
chanic arts, 16 for plowing match, nine ladies' cques- 
trianship and 16 miscellaneous. 
The money paid in premiums in 1858 was only $75.50, 


jut in 1859 jumped to $1.448.60.

Another fair association was formed on June 2, 1870. 


It was known as the Dixon Park Association. 
It bought

crowds, and large numbers of owners entered horses in 
the meets.

The closing years of the last century and the opening 


years of this one saw no fair in Lee Countv. But in I90o 
harness racing had become popular in Amboy. and the 
Green River Park Boaid took action that (more than 10 
years later) led to a resumption of fairs. 


The park board planned Derby Day which 


quickly became an attraction which drew thou- 
sands of persons to Amboy for the races.

Days were, held until JOl'J. and in 1913 a new Lee. 
County Fair Association was formed. 
The group 


bought more land near (ireen Itiver park in Am- 
boy and constructed buildings from year to year. 
The fair reached its peak of popularity in 1925. 1926 


It went into a decline the following years, and 
died in the dark days of the 1930s.

After Haymes' return from 
Hawaii, the Immigration Service 
took the position the singer fitted 
into this category and issued a 
deportation order.
